GENERAL. This bill relates to agriculture and natural10

resources by making appropriations for the fiscal year11

2016-2017 to support related entities, including the department12

of agriculture and land stewardship (DALS), the department of13

natural resources (DNR), and Iowa state university (ISU).14

The bill primarily appropriates moneys to DALS and DNR.15

The appropriations are made to support those departments for16

administration, regulation, and support of programs. The bill17

requires the departments to submit quarterly reports to the18

general assembly and department of management regarding the19

expenditure of appropriated moneys. The bill also provides20

moneys to support specific programs or projects administered by21

those departments. The bill appropriates moneys from a number22

of sources, including the general fund of the state, the state23

fish and game protection fund, the groundwater protection fund24

(Code section 455E.11), and the environment first fund (Code25

section 8.57A). The bill is organized into divisions.26

DALS —— GENERAL FUND APPROPRIATIONS —— FY 2016-2017. For27

DALS, moneys are appropriated from the general fund of the28

state for FY 2016-2017 in order to support its administrative29

divisions. Moneys are transferred to ISU to support its30

midwest grape and wine institute.31

The bill appropriates moneys from a number of sources for32

FY 2016-2017 to support DALS in order to support designated33

purposes, including moneys derived from unclaimed winnings34

from horse and dog races, for administration and enforcement35
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of racing regulations (Code section 99D.22); and moneys1

credited to the unassigned revenue fund (Code section 455G.4),2

for purposes of motor fuel inspection and auditing biofuel3

processing and production (Code chapter 214A).4

The bill also makes special appropriations from the general5

fund of the state for FY 2016-2017 to DALS in order to support6

specific purposes including milk inspection (Code section7

192.109), the local food and farm program (Code chapter 267A),8

an agricultural education organization, and assistance to9

farmers with disabilities.10

DALS —— GENERAL FUND APPROPRIATIONS —— WATER QUALITY11

INITIATIVE —— FY 2016-2017. The bill appropriates moneys from12

the general fund of the state for FY 2016-2017 to DALS for13

deposit in the water quality initiative fund (Code section14

466B.45), including to support high-priority watershed15

projects.16

DNR —— GENERAL FUND AND OTHER MAJOR FUNDS APPROPRIATIONS17

—— FY 2016-2017. The bill makes appropriations from a number18

of funds for FY 2016-2017 to DNR in order to support its19

administrative divisions involving natural resources and20

environmental protection from the general fund of the state,21

the state fish and game protection fund, and the groundwater22

protection fund.23

The bill appropriates moneys for FY 2016-2017 to DNR from24

a number of sources to support designated purposes, including25

moneys deposited in the special snowmobile fund (Code section26

321G.7) to provide for administering and enforcing the state27

snowmobile programs; and moneys deposited in the unassigned28

revenue fund for purposes of paying for administration of the29

department’s underground storage tanks section.30

The bill also makes special appropriations from the general31

fund of the state for FY 2016-2017 to DNR in order to support32

specific purposes including floodplain management and dam33

safety and forestry health management programs.34
